Youngster's Initiation Into Culture 
Was Made “Almost a Re¬ 
ligious Mystery.” 

At sclioo! MIrn wiis carl.v Imprpssrd 
with thp vast (llffnlt.v of the literary 
works and names he whs compelled to 
learn. Shakespeare and Goethe and 
Dante lilted their pinsfer heads frown- 
InRly above the tencher’s ns they perch 
ed on shelves about tlio room. .Nfuch 
was said of the Ki'eatnoss of literature 
T.ul the art of phoiKi.cs otid tlie ciini- 
plicatlons of grammar swamped Md- I's 
carl.v .school years. It was not until he 
reached the high schf)Ol lluit lilera l ore 
began really to aasnine that .sacreihe’ss 
which he had heretofore felt nnl.v for 
holy Scripture, Randolph Ronrne w l i es 
In Tale Review. His initiation ditn 
culture was made almost a religious 
mystery by the conscieiitlou.s rnd 
harassed teacher. As the “Deiidwood 
Roys" and “David Hariiin" slipped 
away from Mlro's soul in tlie presence 
of Jfilton's "Gomus,” and RurUe "On 
Goncillation" a cultural devoutness 
wn.s en.gendered in him tliat never 
really died. At first it did not take 
Mlro beyond the stage where .wciur 
conscience t.s strong enougli to make 
you iincomfortahie, hut not strong 
enough to make you do aii.vthing about 
It. Mira did not actnally tieconie an 
omnivorous render of grenl books. Rut 
ho wn.s filled wifh a rich grief that the 
millions luirsued cheap an I vulgar fic¬ 
tion Instead of tlie best ituit has tieen 
thought and said In tlie Murld. .\fro 
Indiscriminately bought cheap editions 
of the English classics and rend them 
with a certain patient uncomprehend- 
Ingnes.s. 

SHOFAR IN HEBREW RITUAL 

Wood Instrument Dates Back to the 
Very Earliest Youth of the 
World. 

^,^_nphrew historians, with a special 
eye (or ear) to tlie racial history, are 
ver.v proud of tlielr shofar. They say 
It is the oldest form of wood wind iii- 
atrnment In the world, that it was 
used In the original Mosaic ritual. 
It is tlie one tnusicul instrument, says 
Dr. Cyrus Adler, whicli has lieen pre¬ 
served unlirokenly In that ritual. 

There Is even a theory, voiced by 
Vrdfpssor Steintlial, that the shofar 
antfdates the people of Israel. He 
saysyt probably goe.s buck to iirehis- 
toric ,n.:ies. And another investiga¬ 
tor fftiints- out that it obviously came 
first from f folk solely depenilent on 
the growing of slieeii- 

This anelenl ram's horn instrument 
wa.s perhaps earliest iisful for the sig¬ 
nals of alarm which were so iieees 
sarlly coniiiion in primitive society. 
The Israelites then adapted it to flieir 
religious spi'viif's, and with such fit¬ 
ting effect tlmt It has per.sisted 
unifiuely since ttie tieginnlng. 

Rut til" Talmud indicates that, even 
-“■along flip Hebrews, tlie shofiir was 
Iso developed Into a liorn for giv¬ 
ing alarms. I'lindanieiitnlly ths'«e 
alnrais would he Incideiita! to war. 
Afterward, lliougli. tlie Instrument wa' 
lilown In otiier seasons of danger or 
^ (iistre.s.s. It warned of famine or of a 
P'agiie of locusts ot ‘'f -'ro^ighr. .\nd 
it WHS emplo.vcd in tin- [iiilille serv¬ 
ice of ex'conininnication.
